LOANS TO SETTLERS 


The following is taken from the 
Conservative platform as adopted i 
convention at Red Deer on February 
12th avid 13th: 

This convention pledges the Con 
servative party to the advocacy and 
support of the legislation whieh wil! 
enable government aid to be ,yranted 
towards the making of loans to setflers 
and workers at a low rate of interest 
or legislation along the lines of that 
enacted in this respect in Australi 
Lyd New Zealand.” 

The financial needs of settlers ar 
well known, and if the government i 
ible to afford relief without involving 
itself in embarrassing obligations i 
should The loaning of mone: 
to settlers on casy terms finds ampl 
precedent in New Zealand and Aus 
tralia. New Zealand began it in 104. 
this was a time of widespread indus- 
trial depression and se sttlers and! farm- 
ers generally were finding it difficult 
to procure money and interest wa 
high. The government was able t

could borrow at that rate, it mizbt in 
turn become a lender. 

In 1594 an act Was passed eimpowei- 
irg parliament to borrow $15,000,000, 
In the following year a 3 per cent, 
loan was floated in London, Lhis wis 
loaned on first mortgage on luud used 
for farming, dairying and market 
gerdening, no loan being jess tha 
$125 ner more than $15,000. Loans 
are of two kinds, fixed and instalment 
—the first being fora short and the 
second for a long term. Payméeuts 
are made half yearly; the rate of 
interest is usually 44 per cent. The 
average loan is $1,500. In this way 
more than $1°,000,000 has Leen loaned 
to New Zealanders at 44 and 5 pea 
ent. The system has been very profit- 
able to the government, the net pro- 
ceeds being about $250,000. a yeur. 
One of the great advantages is th“t 
the borrower saves the payment of 
commission aud many other charges, 
payments being made through. the 
post office. Several of the Australian 
states have followed the example ¢f 
New Zealand, West Australia,

is loaned to the settler in this province 
bears very heavily upon him, Not 
only must he pay from § to 12 per 
cent., but the expense of placing the 
loan reduces the amount he actually 
receives by $30 or $40.

DEATH OF THE WORLD. 


When Water Disappears and Air Gets 
Too Thin to Breathe. 

The age of the earth is placed by 

some at 500,000,000 years, by others 


100,000,000 years, and still others of- 


later time place it at 10,000,000 years. 
None place it lower than 10,000,000, 
knowing , what processes have been 
gone through. 

Other planets go through the same 
process. The reason that other planets 
differ so much from the earth is that 
they are in so much earlier or later 
stages of existence. The earth must 
become old. 

Newton surmised, although he could 
give no reason for it, that the earth 
would lose all its water and become 
perfectly dry. Since then it has been 
found that Newton was correct.

NEW CANADA LINE FROM PORTS 
OF EUROPE. 


Arrangements Made for a Fortnightly 
Service from Germany to the Dom- 
inion—Will Open Direct Trade 
Communication between Hamburg, 
Rotterdam, Bremen and Canada. 
Montreal.—Arrangements have been 


completed for the formation of the | bi 


Canada line which is to open direct 
trade communication between Ham- 
burg, Rotterdam, Bremen -and Cana- 
da, The new line will be formed 
jointly by the Hamburg-American, 
North German Lloyd and Holland- 
Amerika lines, and will be managed 
by. a board of directors formed from 
the directorates of the three com- 
panies. The*coming season there will 
be a fortnightly service of each boat 
touching at the three Eufopean ports, 
and then sailing for Canada. They 
will make St. John, Halifax, and 
probably Portland their winter. ports 
on this side, running to Montreal and 
Quebec in the sumnier. 

The first boat, the Prince’ Osear, 
will sail from Europe on March 18 for 
St. John and Halifax, and will be suc- 
ceeded at fortnightly intervals by the 
Prince Adelbert and the Wilhad. The 
first boat to reach Quebec and Mon- 
treal will be the Prince Adelbert, 
which will arrive about May 1,. and 
sail from Montreal on May 8, after 
which the service will continue with 
Quebec and Montreal during the open 
season. 


French Favorable to Treaty. 


Paris.—The customs committee of 
the senate met recently in order to 
consider the report of the sub-com- 
mittee appointed to examine _ the 
Franco-Canadian treaty. It will be 
remembered that when the additional 
agreement was signed the customs 
committee appointed a sub-committee 
to examine the treaty. Before the 
additional agreement was signed the 
committee had shown its opposition 
to the treaty. by postponing discus- 
sion thereof indefinitely. The report 
read by M. Trouillot, former minister 
of commerce, gepérally favors the ra- 
tification of the treaty but contains 
eertain reservations.

PORT OF RAILWAY SURVEY. 
- ’ Fy 


Ottawa.—The first progress report 
of the surveys of the Hudson Bay 
railways has been submitted to the 
minister of railways. It contains, in 
addition to a summary of the work 
completed to February 1, an estimate 
of the probable cost of the work, and 
a strong recommendation for further 
surveys to determine the possibilities 
of Port Nelson as a terminal for tke 
new line, The report is strongly in 
favor of this latter port as offering a 
shorter line, fewer natural obstacles 
to overcome, ¢heaper construction and 
the possibilities of chea mainten- 
ance when .completed.: ils of the 
netural resources of. the country tra- 
versed by the surveys’ are given, to- 
gether with numerous maps and de- 
tail plans. The report is made by J. 
Armstrong, engineer in charge, with 
headquarters at Winnipeg, — 

Mr. Artistrong has estimated the 
cost of the railway from The Pas to 
Fort Churchill at $11,000,000, and to 
Port Nelson at $8,000,000, the latter 
being 85 miles shorter. The estimate 
calls for wooden culverts and trestles 
and 65 pound steel, which, it ig ex- 
plained would be sufficient until the 
line has proved ite worth, and which 
could then be replaced with heavier 
and more. permanent structures. 
Rough estimates of the probable cost 
of terminels are given. Attention is 
also called to the possibility of.a canal 
along the Nelson to Lake Winnipeg. 

The report of Mr. Armstrong opens 
with brief descriztions of the country 
surveyed by the €ngineers. They re- 
port having encountered between 250 
and 300 million feet of logs immediate- 
ly along the right-of-way, with the 
possibility of much more. along the 
tributary streams, and at the same 
time there are huge areas of timber 
suitable for pulpwood or ties alo 
the whole route. Rich agricultura 
lands were found along the Mitishto 
and Grass rivers es far as Split lake, 
and along both sides of the Nelson 
river to Hudson Bay.
